For the brand new Adelaide United, tonight's 
) Homeart NSL Minor Semi Final appearance 
continues a fairy-tale run. Formed only six 
months ago, Adelaide United's expectations 
have already been well and truly been met - 
finishing third on the ladder and attracting a 
huge core of support almost every other 
national league team can only dream about, 


On the other hand, South Melbourne are an 
outfit with almost half a century of tradition 
behind them, The proud club has featured in 
many more finals campaigns than not over 
the past 20 years. Not surprisingly the club's 
supporters now demand nothing less than 
more Championship medals, to add to a 
trophy room already packed with the prizes 
from four NSL Championships, and many 
more prestigious honours. 


So, who has the edge in tonight's game? It's a question with no answer. 


Adelaide United has the more consistent form over the 2003/04 season. There have been however some recent 
stumbles - a 2-0 home defeat against Parramatta Power and last week's dramatic 4-1 capitulation to Brisbane 
Strikers, Yet the Hindmarsh Stadium faithful can justifiably look back at its most recent home game, a resounding 
3-0 win over the Strikers, to aspire confidence for tonight's home game. 


South Melbourne meanwhile has also staggered in recent weeks. The club's form in its first 15 games led to a 
first placing on the NSL ladder in the new year. But it has since been a vastly different story, with four losses 
and a draw through February plummeting the team's aspirations. South's convincing elimination final victory 
over Marconi (2-0 on aggregate) is perhaps showing its early season form has reappeared. 


The teams' head-to-head record also provides no indication. With one win apiece through the home and away 
season, neither Adelaide United nor South Melbourne can really assert a psychological edge.

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Despite finishing third on the ladder, Adelaide 
has struggled to score. The team’s regular 
season tally of 28 goals was less than hall tho 
amount scored by second-placed Parramatti 
Only Carl Veart (12 goals) has scored more 
than three goals so far in 2003/04. However 
some recent form by Hindmarsh Stadium's 
favourite son Fred Agius and late-season 
signing Michael Brooks has perhaps turnod 
the tide.

out this season, Ever-reliable Soccer 
Mehmet Durakovic and former Adelaide City captain Ante Kovacevic have blended with youngsters Steve 
Laurie and Simon Storey to concede just 21 goals in 26 matches so far. 1 was then no surprise that injuries to 
Durakovic, Laurie and Storey co-incided with the team's sudden form loss in February. Ominously for Adelaiclo 
United, Laurie and Storey are now back on deck, while veteran Durakovie reappeared (albeit as a substitute) 
last week for the first time in six games. Up front, the pair of Vaughan Coveny - inspirational in his new role as 


captain this year - and Michael Curcija - who returned from overseas in 2008 - have netted a combined 24 


goals, while the sublime skills and trademark free kicks of Con Boulsianis are just as worrying for South 
Melbourne's opponents. Clearly Adelaide United needs to tame this striking trio to have any chance of winning 
tonight. 


It certainly promises to be a fascinating battle - bring it on!

THE NATION'S SOCCER CAPITAL ONCE AGAIN 


Adelaide United has suddenly re-established Adelaide as the country's soccer capital. 


It has been a truly stunning birth - some might say a re-birth. Adelaide United's creation in September 2003 
was followed by its first national league game just five weeks later. The inaugural Adelaide United NSL match, 
a 1-0 win over Brisbane Strikers, was watched by a sell-out crowd at Hindmarsh Stadium. And ina period where 
the 28-year-old national league is facing very challenging times, the 15,000+ crowd at the first match - followed 


by similar sized attendances throughout the season - has really made the country take notice. 

Over the first twenty years of the National Soccer League, Adelaide featured prominently. The two inaugural 
South Australian NSL clubs, Adelaide City and West Adelaide, attracted the league's biggest crowds in its first 
year 1977. And in only the league's second year, the rich Sydney and Molbourne NSL clubs were mere 
onlookers as West Adelaide took out the NSL Championship. West's 1978 title was quite a momentous sporting 
occasion for the state, in the country’s first national football competition. The 1978 Championship was obtained 


on the last day of the league (there were no finals to decide NSL Championships until 1984), when West 
needed to at least draw in the last game. Remarkably, the match was against Adelaide City, and it was none 
other than local legend Vic Bozanic who scored with just five minutes of the match remaining to draw the match 
1-1, sending the 16000+ crowd into a frenzy. 

From 1979 to 1985 the league was dominated by Sydney and Melbourne clubs, but Adelaide re-entered the 
Championship fray in 1986 when - quite unexpectedly - Adelaide City took out the national title. A team which 
included youngsters Aurelio Vidmar and Alex-Tobin, legends Bugsy Nyskohus and Sergio Melta, and rookie

NSL coach Zoran Matic, won the 1986 NSL Grand Final over Sydney Olympic. In a two-legged affair, Adelaide 
City actually lost the first leg at home 1-0, but followed up with a 3-1 victory in Sydney - one of the most 
remarkable comebacks in NSL Grand Final history - to win on aggregate 3-2. 


The late 80s signalled the start of a golden era for Adelaide national league soccer, in particular the mighty 
\delaide City. The great club featured in an amazing 11 consecutive NSL finals series from 1989/90, and took 
out two more Championships: the 1991 title was secured with a win on penalties (after a 0-0 draw) over 
Vielbourne Knights in Melbourne; the other Championship was won in 1994 when Damian Mori scored a 
tunning long-range goal to give Adelaide City a 1-0 victory, again over the Knights at Melbourne's Olympic 
"ark, West Adelaide also made finals appearances in the early 90s. 


The successes of the national league teams combined with massive support from the city at the international 
level in the early 90s. Adelaide received tremendous accolades for its hosting of the 1993 World Youth Cup, 
while the Socceroos played regularly in Adelaide until 1995, It was at this time the city of churches was 
commonly regarded as Australia's soccer capital 

Since Adelaide City hosted the 1995 Grand Final (a 2-0 loss to Melbourne Knights), no Adelaide team has 
featured in a Grand Final. While on the international front, the Socceroos have played in the city just once since 
1995. The national league's challenging times - across the country - hit hard locally when West Adelaide went 
bankrupt just prior to the 1999/2000 season, Adelaide City also lost its way, with declining attendances. 
Adelaide's claim of being Australia's so pital had well and truly faded. 

Following the withdrawal of Adelaide City from the national competition in early September 2003, Adelaide 
soccer's situation really looked ominous - but only temporarily as Adelaide United stupendously filled the void.

From the commencement of the national league in 1977 until 1983, and again in 1987, the 
NSL Champions were considered to be the team which finished the regular season at the 
top of the ladder: the ‘first-past-the-post’ system.

A new era - the Aussie way 


With a restructure of the national league in 1984 came the adoption of the legitimate finals 
system. Since the 1984 season (except 1987) the winner of the finals series has been 
considered the Champions — in line with the other major Australian sporting leagues. And 
from its onset, national league crowds and media coverage increased substantially. 


From 1984 until 1991/92, the ‘Mcintyre’ final five system —as used in the other major 
footballing leagues in Australia at the time — applied. From 1992/93 until 2001/02, a final six 
system devised for the NSL applied. In 2002/03 a ‘Championship Series' applied, where the 
top six played in a round robin tournament - the top two of the round robin group playing off 
in the Grand Final. In 2003/04 the league has reverted to the popular final six system. 


Note that from 1984 to 1986, the national league was split into two conferences, based on a 
north-south breakdown of teams. The Grand Final winners of each conference played off, 
cover two legs, for the national Championship in the national Grand Final.
